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AmUAL  REPORT  I963 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  the  annual  report  covering  the  year  19^5 . 

You  will  recall  the  disastrous  fire  which  gutted  the  upper  floors  of  the 
Council  Offices  in  December  1965 5 and  ousted  the  Public  Health  Department. 

Mr.  Brewster  deserves  great  credit  for  the  manner  in  which  he  brought  together 
his  records  and  continued  the  Public  Health  inspection  of  the  district  and  his 
many  associated  tasks  with  no  break  and  hardly  a lull.  The  department  continues 
to  work  in  cramped  and  temporary  accommodation  and  waits  with  patience  the 
rebuilding  or  redevelopment  of  the  destroyed  accommodation. 

The  report  here  presented  includes  the  information  which  the  Senior  Public 
Health  Inspector  usually  presents  as  a separate  section.

The  area  of  the  Rural  District  remains  unchanged  and  the  population  at  mid 
1963  was  20,900.  The  total  of  330  live  births  represented  a live-birth  rate  of 
15*8  per  1000  population  of  which  were  born  outside  wedlock.  There  were  in 

addition  6 stillbirths  of  which  2 ?7ere  illegitimate  births  giving  a total 
illigitimacy  rate  of  4*8^, 

The  6 infant  deaths  of  which  3 occurred  under  1 week,  along  with  the 
stillbirths,  gave  a perinatal  mortality  rate  of  27  per  1000  live  and  stillbirths. 

The  deaths  exceeded  births  by  29,  totalling  359?  ^^.t  it  is  to  be  borne  in 
mind  that  two  long  stay  hospitals  tend  to  elevate  the  total.  Thus  the  crude 
death  rate  of  17^2  per  1000  corrected  for  such  population  anomalies  gives  a 
figure  of  8*9  1000.  The  percentage  of  deaths  occurring  at  the  age  of  75 

years  or  over  was  49^  in  males  and  57%  in  females. 

Some  particular  causes  of  death  are  of  interest.  Those  from  Cancer  of  the 
Lung  of  Bronchus  totalled  11  or  5 pen  10,000  population.  Out  of  the  7 males 
and  4 females,  3 males  and  2 females  were  under  the  age  of  65  years. 

Pneumonia  caused  36  deaths  (lO^  of  total)  and  bronchitis  another  25  (7%)* 
Twenty-one  per  cent  of  the  deaths  under  the  age  of  65  were  due  to  one  or  other 
of  these  causes  including  4 ont  of  the  6 infant  deaths. 
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Motor  vehicle  accidents  caused  only  one  local  death  hut  other  accidents 
(home  and  agricultural)  caused  as  many  deaths  as  lung  cancer  (ll),  and  5 of 
these,  all  male,  were  under  the  age  of  55  years. 

Respiratory  tuberculosis  caused  3 (male)  deaths. 

Tables  and  statistical  comparisons  are  given  in  the  appendix  to  the  report. 
General  Conditions  and  Environment 


The  Rural  District  presents  a great  variety  of  soil  conditions,  from  the 
heavy  London  clay  of  the  Blean,  the  alluvial  levels  of  the  Stour  and  Lesser 
Stour  valleys,  and  the  sand  covered  chalk  lands  rising  to  Chartham,  Petham 
and  Adisham,  bared  to  give  the  Chalk  Downs  and  the  gentle  valleys  between  with 
their  intennittent  flowing  bournes. 

Out  of  the  6,475  dwellings  in  the  district,  only  82  are  not  supplied  mth 
mains  water.  The  6,393  dwellings  on  mains  supply  receive  the  supply  to  the 
houses  and  no  dwellings  are  dependant  on  standpipes. 

Water  mains  extensions  brought  piped  supply  to  14  dwellings  during  the 

year.- 

Water  Supply ; Total  area  of  District;  555868  acres 

(a)  The  district  is  served  by  three  water  authorities,  -the  Canterbury  Water 
Company,  Thane t Water  Board  and  the  Mid-Kent  Water  Company. 

(^)  Area  of  Supply  - Population  Served  - Source  of  Supply  - Consumption 

The  Mid  Kent  Water  Company  supplies  an  area  of  16,111  acres  with  a 
population  of  approximately  35768.  The  source  of  supply  is  from  Barham  and 
Newnham  Pumping  Stations  drawing  from  the  chalk.  The  consumption  of  water 
during  I963  was  505586,000  gallons. 

The  Thanet  Water  Board  supplies  an  area  of  155403  acres  and  the  population 
served  is  45 100.  The  source  of  supply  is  V/ingham  Pumping  Station  drawing  from 
a deep  chalk  well  with  adits  in  chalk.  It  is  not  possible  to  give  a figure  in 
respect  of  the  consumption  in  Bridge-Blean  area  alone.  The  source  feeds  areas 
other  than  Bridge-Blean  and  only  the  total  output  of  the  source  is  mietered. 

The  Canterbuiy  Water  Company  supplies  an  area  of  24,  354  acres  with  a 
population  of  just  over  13,000.  The  consumption  of  water  by  this  area  cannot 
be  separated  from  other  areas  served,  for  the  Water  Company  supplies  an  area  of 
73  square  miles  in  Bridge-Blean  R.D.,  Canterbury,  Whitstable  and  Heme  Bay, 
with  a population  of  84,000  in  -winter  and  approximately  104,000  in  svimmer. 
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Water  Supply  ( C on t d ) 

Total  consumption  in  I965  was  just  under  1,300  mil.lion  gallons.  The  source  of 
supply  to  the  part  of  this  district  served  comes  from  deep  chalk  wells  at 
Thanington  which  give  a water  pure  in  quality  and  similar  in  nature  to  the 
other  tvio  supplies. 

(c)  Quality  of  Water 

The  Thanet  Water  Board  and  the  Mid  Kent  ?fater  Company  chlorinate  the  water 
at  source.  The  fluoride  content  of  the  water  from  Barham  and  Newnham  is  less 
than  0»1  p.p.m. , the  fluoride  content  of  the  water  from  Wingham  is  0015  p,p,mo 
and  that  from  Thanington  0*15  p.p.m. 

Typical  sample  results  from  the  three  supplies  are  given  in  the  Appendix 
to  the  report,  giving  the  chemical  analysis  of  water  from  each  source, 

(d)  Quantity 

Supplies  on  the  whole  are  adequate  and  there  were  no  shortages  in  1963* 
Water  Sampling 

Routine  sampling  of  mains  piped  supplies  was  carried  out.  The  sampling  of 
private  piped  or  unpiped  supplies  Y^ere  carried  out  as  required  in  connection 
with  other  inspections.

Main  drainage  is  available  in  the  parishes  of  Adisham,  Harbledoim , Blean, 
Hackington,  Sturry,  Chislet  (Upstreet),  Fordwich,  Littleboume,  Hoath  and 
Westbere, 

The  remainder  of  the  district  is  served  by  septic  tanks  or  cesspools  for 
which  the  Council  have  undertaken  a free  quarterly  emptying  service.  In  many 
cases  this  service  is  not  sufficient. 

Although  no  additions  were  made  to  the  present  sewage  system  in  the  past 
year,  plans  are  being  prepared  for  a m.ajor  scheme  following  the  line  of 
Nailboume  picking  up  the  villages  of  Barham,  Kingston,  Bridge,  Wickhambreaux, 
Ickham  aid  other  small  hamJets.  The  parish  of  Chartham  is  also  to  be  sewered. 
On  completion  of  these  schemes  the  major  part  of  the  district  will  be  sewered. 

Domestic  Refuse 


Weekly  kerbside  collection  of  refuse  is  carried  out  by  three  side  loaders 
and  one  compression  loader. 

In  cases  of  hardship  collection  is  made  from  the  back  door. 

Disposal  was  by  controlled  tipping  in  three  separate  refuse  tips. 
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Public  Lavatories 

The  Coiincil  has  not  yet  attempted  a scheme  of  purpose  built  public 
conveniences  but  has  in  localities  subject  to  public  concentration  sought  to 
arrange  public  use  of  conveniences  provided  by  Inns.  Such  arrangements  are 
upset  by  change  of  ownership  or  tenancy.  Village  development  such  as  is 
occurring  in  Sturry  result  in  an  unanticipated  demand. 

Conveniences  at  Rose  Inn,  V/ickhambreaux,  are  used  by  the  public  by 
arrangement  with  the  brewers  to  meet  the  needs  of  the  miany  summ.er  visitors  to 
this  charming  village. 

Atmospheric  Pollution 

No  action  was  required  "under  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956  during  1965*  There 
is  no  hea"vy  industry  and  those  factories  or  hospitals  with  chimneys  have 
controlled  the  output  of  smoke. 

Noise  Abatement 


Complaints  covering  a wide  field,  i.e.  bird  scarers,  circular  saws,  barking 
of  dogs, machinery  and  steam  exhausts  were  investigated.  Certain  modifications 
were  carried  out  in  connection  "with  a paper  mill  steam  exhaust  system  with 
satisfactory  results. 

Control  of  Pests 

A free  service  is  provided  to  dwellings  but  business  premises  and 
agricultural  premises  are  charged. 

During  the  year  160  premises  vrere  treated  for  rats  and  mice  and  175 
treatm.ents  were  given.

There  are  no  Pet  Shops  registered  in  the  district.

There  are  12  swimming  baths  and  pools  in  the  district.  Five  are  situated 
at  schools,  one  in  a caravan  site  and  six  in  private  houses.  These  are  all 
oiatdoor  pools  and  fresh  v;ater  is  used.  None  of  them  is  heated.  Five  are 
chlorinated  by  automatic  means,  three  by  hand  dosing  and  four  have  no  treatment. 
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Swiinininff_Baths  ( C on  t d ) 

During  the  year  1963  hacteriological  analysis  was  carried  out  on  22 
samples.  Eleven  of  these  samples  were  satisfactory  and  eleven  were  unsatis- 
factory and  were  followed  up  hy  advice  on  management. 

Housing 

Inspection  of  Bridge-Blean  District 

The  nimher  of  inspections  and  visits  to  dwelling  houses  during  19^3 
(Table  l)  is  less  than  the  figures  quoted  in  the  1962  Annual  Report  because 
action  regarding  the  majority  of  the  second  Housing  Survey  has  been  completed. 
Apart  from  one  or  two  individual  properties  and  a n’unber  occupied  by  owners, 
only  the  construction  of  dwellings  at  Petham  was  holding  up  the  completion  of 
this  work.

During  the  year  under  review  action  on  unfit  properties  has  been  under 
Section  93  of  the  Public  Health  Act  and  Section  l6  of  the  Housing  Act,  1957* 

In  most  cases  the  fixed  rents  of  country  type  properties  limit  the  action  that 
can  be  taken  under  other  sections  of  legislation  by  reason  of  the  reasonable 
expense  clause.  It  is  the  Council's  policy  to  avoid  demolishing  properties  as 
far  as  possible  and  to  encourage  owners  or  prospective  purchases  to  take  up 
grants  and  loans  to  preserve  these  old  properties. 

Repair

The  number  of  houses  demolished  during  the  year  amoimted  to  20,  three  of 
v/hich  were  demolished  by  the  Council  \mder  Section  25.  The  majority  of  the 
properties  demolished  were  as  a result  of  the  purchase  of  the  land  by 
developers  Y/ho  naturally  have  no  interest  in  the  restoration  of  old  properties 
when  a market  is  available  for  the  sale  of  ne?;  bungalows.  It  is  hoped  that 
of  the  25  properties  subject  to  Demolition  Orders  the  majority  will  be 
rendered  fit  in  due  course. 

The  Council  have  continued  their  policy  of  giving  priority  to  families 
residing  in  mfit  property  and  during  the  course  of  the  year  have  rehoused  22 
fa.milies  comprising  of  45  persons.  The  assistance  given  by  the  Council  in 
rehousing  these  families  has  helped  considerably  in  obtaining  the  restoration 
of  unfit  properties.

Because  of  the  low  standards  in  the  Housing  Act  regarding  overcrowding 
it  is  most  unusual  to  find  Statutory  Overcrowding  in  a Rural  District.  It 
must  only  be  a question  of  time  before  these  standards  are  revised  to 
consider  bedroom  accommodation  only. 

Improvem.ent  and  Conversion  Grants 

(a)  Discretionary  Grants  (Housing  'Financial  Provisions'  Act  1958)  - Fifty- 
four  properties  have  been  improved  at  a total  grant  figure  of  £18,482  or 
approximately  £342  per  unit  of  accommodation.  Of  the  54  properties  exactly 
half  are  owner/occupied  and  of  the  tenanted  properties  22  are  agricultural 
lettings. 

(b)  Standard  Grants  (House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act  1959?  as  amended 

by  the  Housing  Act  I961)  - This  grant  scheme  has  a limited  use  because  of  the 
absence  in  many  parts  of  the  district  of  main  drainage.  Eleven  properties 
where  spare  rooms  were  available  for  conversion  to  bathrooms  took  advantage 
of  this  grant  which  is  much  easier  to  administer  in  that  detailed  estimates 
are  not  required.  The  total  grants  amounted  to  £1,116  and  once  again  it  is 
the  o’/mer/occupier  that  has  taken  advantage  of  this  assistance. 
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Housing  (Contd) 

Rent  Act  1957 

During  the  year  19^5  one  Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  issued  and  one 
Certificate  of  Disrepair  was  cancelled.  Five  Certificates  of  Disrepair  T/ere 
current  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

Purchase  of  Houses  by  Agreement 

No  houses  were  purchased  by  agreement  during  the  year  1963* 

Common  Lodging  Houses  (Public  Health  Act  1936  Sec.  233  - 248) 

There  are  no  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  Bridge-Blean  District. 

Tents,  Vans,  Sheds,  Moveable  Dwellings  etc.  (Public  Health  Act  193^) 

Only  one  small  site  is  licensed  for  the  erection  of  tents  in  the  Bridge- 
Blean  District.  This  is  a seasonal  licence  at  Womenswold, 

The  number  of  hop-pickers  continues  to  decline  through  the  advent  of 
machine  picking.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  the  camps  at  Swarling  and 
Kenfield  will  be  T/ith  us  for  a number  of  years.  During  the  year  19^3  as  in 
previous  years  these  camps  have  at  times  fallen  below  the  Byelaw  standards. 

Caravan  Fites  and  Control  of  Development  Act  I960 

There  are  within  the  district  eight  sites  with  three  or  more  caravans, 
three  of  which  have  been  licensed  for  holiday  periods  only. 

The  four  major  sites  at  Stone  Street,  Blean  and  Broad  Oak  all  have 
connections  with  various  firms  of  caravan  distributors  which  makes  it  veiy 
difficult  for  persons  having  their  own  caravans  to  find  suitable  sites.  Of 
the  four  major  sites  only  one,  Stoneaway  Caravan  Park,  Stone  Street,  Pethairi, 
complies  with  the  Act  and  the  Minister's  model  conditions. 

The  other  three  sites  have  changed  hands  on  numerous  occasions  w^hich  has 
made  the  enforcement  of  the  site  licence  conditions  difficult.

A limited  number  of  inspections  were  made  during  1965*  The  farmers  now 
appear  to  be  making  efforts  to  observe  the  requirements  of  the  Act.

The  incidence  of  Measles  was  heavy  in  the  middle  quarters  of  the  year. 

There  was  an  absence  of  acute  poliomyelitis  which  indicates  the  success  of  the 
polio  vaccination  programm.e  carried  out  by  the  County  Council  and  family  doctors. 

A sharp  increase  in  the  notified  cases  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  occurred, 
although  the  total  of  9 is  not  in  itself  high.  More  than  half  the  total  occurred 
in  the  age  groups  over  45  years,  and  one  would  virish  for  a better  response  to  the 
visit  of  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  from,  older  age  groups  to  discover  the 
unsuspected  but  possibly  infectious  cases  in  the  older  age  groups. 

The  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visited  all  parts  of  the  Rural  District  between 
July  and  September  of  I963  and  examined  2,752  persons,  representing  13^  of  the 
population.  On  the  cases  broughb to  light  both  active  and  inactive,  it  showed 
much  value  from  the  survey.  In  addition  to  the  public  survey  1,259  persons 
were  X-rayed  at  a visit  to  St.  Augustine's  Hospital  earlier  in  the  year. 

New  entrants  to  the  Council's  service  are  encoura,ged  to  take  advantage  of 
the  open  X-ray  clinic  at  43  Nev:  Dover  Road  and  to  submit  the  result  of  an  X-ro.y 
of  chest  along  vdth  the  Health  Declaration  form.
